10:30 a m.—In Conversation this mornipg on the 

president's coudition, Dr. Boynton said the pros: 
pects were cousiderabiy brighter.and that the 
patient is resting comfortably. In reply to an 
inquiry, the doctor ex; laingd that enemata, 
which were being administe,ed, consisted prin. 
cipally of diluted extrectof beef, a yelk of an 
egg and whisky, the whole being dissolved and 
slightly heated. 

Dr, Bliss, in a conversation on the same esub- 
ject, stated that asmal! portion of muriatic acid 
We Bino a part of the enemata. The latter gen- 
tdenian expressed (he opinion that the president’s 
p@tomach was gradually becoming stronger, and 
referred to the fact that nourishment was being 
retained as proof whereof, The doctor still re- 
mains hopeful, and says there is uo reason for 
giving the president's case up yet

2p.m.— Dr. Bliss has just come from the pa- 
tient’s room, and before leaving the mansion 
anid thatthe president has taken nourishment 
twice since the midday dressing oecurred—at 
12:45 and 1:45. It consisted of a cooled infusion 
of beef, with a few drops of muriatic acid The 
Sstatemeiit heretofore made that muriatic acid was 
one of the componeut parts of the enemata, was 
erroneous, ‘The patientis given but about a tea-, 
spoonful ata time. What has been sedministered 
thus far has boen retained and the improvement 
Anticipated by it has been realized. The presi- 
dent shortly after the first dose was taken, ex- 
pressed himself as feeling better and his 
pulse indicated th great improvement, 
having become stro ger and the bum- 
ber of bea ts materially decreased 
Nourishment will be administered again about 3 
p.m. The doctor is in excellent spirits and feels 
confident that the patient will now rally rapidly. 
The enemata are being continued as usual, in 
addition to other nourishment, and will not be 


dispensed with for the present. 


COLONEL CORBIN §& REPORT. 

4:20pm.—Up tothis hour everything has ap- 
parentiy been going on nicely in the sick room. 
Colonel Corbiu, who came from a private part of 
the house a few minutes ago was asked what the 
indications were.

The following was sent to-night: ‘‘Lowell, min- 
ister London—At half-past ten o’clock to-night 
the president’s condition has not essentially 


changed since my dispatch six hourssince His 
situation, thouxh more hopeful than yesterday or 
the day before, is still extremely critical, and 
fills every one with deep auxiety.

THE EVENTS OF THE DAY. 
ll pm.—To-day has been a much more favor- 
able one than yesterday, and a general feeling of 
reassurance has been gradually growing. The 
interest of the day has centered 
upon the condition of the presi- 
dent’s stomach from time to time, and 
great encouragement has been derived from the 
fact that the nourishment taken naturally by 
the president has been retained. When it was 
decided to give the president a cooled infusion of 
beef Dr. Bliss informed him of 
the purpose. He seemed perfectly 
willing to takeit. After the first quantity was 
taken the patient showed signs of improvement; 
his pulse became more firm and regular, while i! 
was considerably less frequent, being as low as 
1066 atone time. This improvement continued 
from 12:40 pm, when the first tea 
spoonful was taken, until 


Alter taking nourishment the patient slept calm- 
ly on both oceasions. He awoire alter the first 
uap without experienciug any annoyance from 
irritability or weak condition of his stom- 
acho, but when he awoke the secouvd 
time he remarked Ww the surgeons 
that he tasted the liquid, At this time he barely 
escaped being nauseated and symptoms showed 
thatthe stomach would not bear anything fur- 
ther to-day. One of the nurses explained the 
situation by saying: “I sponged the president 
quickly and told him not to think of his stomach 
and it would be allright.”’ Tais suggestion it ap 
pears was complied with and the disturbance 
passed away and no vomiting occurred. Dr. 
Bliss says it was then determined that it 
would be best net to attempt the adminis- 
tration of any further nourishment ex- 
cept by means of enemata, for the 
present. The hope of last night is founded upon 
the action of the patient’s stomach,and as it gains 
strength, the coufidence of his recovery in- 
creases aud vice versa. 

Hon. Marshall Jewell called at the mansion 
this evening aud requested to be pelimittedf 
to see Mrs. Garfield. The request was granted, 
and after returning from the private quarter, the 
geutleman said that he had informed the lady o 
his intention to leave the city in the morning and 
that before starting he felt as if he would like to 
hear some encouraging news and asked the con- 
dition of the patient. Mm Garfiela responded 
to his question, ‘‘Do you think he is better’’’ 
with: ‘Indeed I do; I knowit.’’ This reply, the 
general says, was emphasized and carried reas- 
surance with it.

New Haven, August 17.—The jury of in- 
quest in the Cramer case met this morning. 
Two witnesses testified they saw James 
Malley and Jennie Cramer together Friday 
afternoon, August 5. John W. Henry, col- 
ored, waiter at a restaurant, testi- 
fied tbat he waited on two la 
dies t breakfast, Thursday morning, 
and knew one of them was Jennie Cramer, 
and the party who ate last at the restaurant 
Thursday night, consisted of two ladies and 

He identified the breakfast 
and supper checks. He also testified that 
a gentleman, who, he was told, was 
Walter Malley had called upon him since 
that Thursday and asked him if he did not 
recollect that he (Malley) was in the res- 
taurapt on the evening in question; ask- 
ing also if witness could not remember 
about a hat that Malley laid upon the floor, 
“IT said,” continued Henry, ‘‘that I did not 
remember he was there at all. ‘Dont you 
recollect about the hat?’ Malley asked me. 
I saidthatI didnot Malley then said to 
me, ‘By G—d, that point has got to be sus- 
tained, or I am a ruined man.’ ”’ 

Blanche Douglass made a confession be- 
fore the coroner’s jury at Sheriff Peck’s 
home, to-night. She says that Friday 
night she was called into a room occupied 
by James Malley and Jennie Cramer to 
quiet Jennie, who was screaming and plead- 
ing with James Malley. At midnight 
Blanche was still in consultation with the 
jury.

change in the president’s condition, but that 
the information, as conveyed, did 
not indicate any cause for imme- 
diate alarm. The reason Secretary Blaine 
was pot heard from before his arrival, was be- 
cause he did not deem it necessary to announce 
his coming.

A prominent surgeon said to-night he had been 
very despondent for 10 days previous to the recent 
relapse, but when the condition of the wound 
was thoroughly explained, after |the irritabilit“ 
of the stomach had asserted itself he felt that too 
much attention had been paid to the wound at 
the expense ofthe stomach, and now that the 
surgeons had discovered this weakness, he anti- 
cipated that great care would be exercised over 
the patient’s diet in future and that all would go 
well. The gentleman saidthat his despondency 
had been turned into actual) hope. 
Before the mansion was closed for the pight, 
Dr. Bliss was asked if there would be any more 
nourishment administered naturally to-night. 
“No,” he said, ‘not uutilto-morrow. We have 
made theexperiment and are satisfied that the 
tone ofthe president's stomach hasbeen improved 
by it. He said in reply to further interrogatories 
that everything had been progressing finely 
since the evening dressing; that the patient 
had been asleep nearly all the time since the 
evening dressing occurred, and that no morphia 
had been administered for three days past. 
While allthe information obtainable toenight is 
ofa very favorable character and shows a rapidly 
increasing opinion that the president will rally, 
there 1s nodoubt buthe is still in avery criti- 
cal condition, and should his stom- 
ach become irritated in the 
degree the outlook would be  aimost 
instantly changed from a favorable to a decidedly 
gloomy one. Both Drs. Hamilton and Agnew 
remain in the city to-night. If the prospects 
continue favorable to-morrow, Dr. Agnew will 
p-cbably leave Curing the day.

New York, August 17,—Ex-Senator 

Conkling was seen this afternoon by a re- 

porter. ‘I cannot tell you,” said Mr. Conk-:

my Washington dispatches of yesterday. A 

relapse atany timeis dangerous, but at 

present the worst of all.

Vice-President Arthur passed the morn- 
ing very quietly at his residence. He said 
he had received no further tidings from 
Washington and did not intend starting for 
the capital until sent for. 

Crowds ot people were everywhere, to- 
night, reading the bulletins as received re- 
garding President Garfield. Vice-President 
Arthur was at his home, to night, sur- 
rounded by General Grant, ex Senator 
Conkling and other friends. During the 
evening the vice-president received some 
dispatches from Washington, the vature of 
which he would notdivulge. He said that 
he had not received any summons to go to 
the capital and would not go till requested 
to. 
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A SCENE OF CONFUSION, 


An Excursion of 1100 People Have a 
Narrow Escape. 

New York, August 17.—The steamer Ply- 
mouih Rock, on her morning trip to Leng 
Brauch with some 1,000 or 1,100 passengers 
at 11:30 o’clock, when about twenty miles 
from lron pier, burst ber steam fiae, knock- 


ing open the doors of the engine room, 
from which an immense volume of steam 
hissingly escaped. A sceneof terrible con- 
fusion and terror ensued, the passengers 
being madly panic-stricken in the 
struggle for life-preservers. Men 
were seen to seize them even from 
women. Forabout half an hour there was 
a scene of dire confusion in the upper deck 
cabin. The struggling mass was wedged, 
the doors being biocked up, and to facili 
tate an escape the windows were broken 
out by the officers of the boat and the 
passengers passed through head first. As 
soon as the panic had somewhat subsided 
the band struck tp and this helped 
to reassure the passengers and 
restore order. The tug Gernenia about 
half an bour after the accident, went to the 
assistance of the Plymouih Rock and took 
herin tow. Before siarting, however, the 
steamers Schuyler and City of Richmond 
also came up. The latter boat and the 
Germania towed the disabled steamboat 
some distance up the bay to smooth water, 


where ber were transferred‘to the 
City of Richmond and brought to this city. 
The Piymouth Rock was towed to her dock 
by the Germania. In the panic there were 
s number of women and children knocked 
down and trampled on, but to what extent 
they were injured has not been ascertained.

IDAHO IN FLAMES. 


A Vveteano in Fall Blast Near Camas 
Prairie. 

Lewi,Tonx, Idaho, August 17.—A volcanic 
eruption tok place inside of a mountain 
south of the south fork of Clear Water, 
about 20 miles east of Mount Idaho, on the 
9th instant, sending forth a column of fire 
and smoke several hundred feet in height, 
and rock which fell at adistance of several 


miies from tne place of eruption. The 
shock was felt at Moumt Idaho on the 
extreme west of Camas prairie at the 
mouth of Salmon river, a distance of about 
75 miles, Late news from Camas prairie 
reports thata column of smoke is issuing 
from the Gpeming, which is distinctly visi- 
ble from (the prairie, No oneas yet has 
approached the place. Evidences of vol- 
canic action at some fornier period exists 
io many places in the immediate vicinity. 
So far as appears, the opening is less than 
one thousand feet above the bed of the south 
fork of Clear Water, and within three miles

fhe Latest Report from the Fields of 
Iowa. 

FarrFieLv, lowa, August J37.—From re- 

ports from 98 counties, representing 747 
townships; the following condensations 
have been prepared by John R. Schaffer, 
secretary ot the lowa state agricultural 
society : 
In winter wheat the average yield per 
acre is 8 bushels, reported from 57 counties, 
[n spring wheat the average yield per ecre 
isa fractign over 8 busheis, reported from 
97 counties. We believe that when it 
comes to making the last estimate of the 
wheat crop it will not, as an average for the 
state, exceed 6 busheis per acre. With the 
discouraging outlovk before threshing com- 
menced, it is still moresoin many instances 
where threshing has been done. 

For winter barley, only 11 ccunties report 
the vield,, which places the average at 11 
bushels per acre. For spring barley, 79 
counties place the average yield per acre 
at 20 bushels. 

For winter rye, 95 counties give an aver- 
age yield per acre of 15% busbels. For 
spring rye, 40 counties place the average 
yield at 15 bushels per acre 

Corn—742 townsbips in 98 counties give 
an average condition of the crop at 76 per 
cent, a decrease of 1 per cent since the July 
report. 

Oats—97 counties, represented by 550 
townships, place the average yield at 36 
bushels per acre. 

Flax—87 counties give the average con- 
lJition at 84 per cent., a decrease of 15 per 
cent. since last report. 

Broom -corn—58 counties give the aver- 
age condition at 77 per cent., an increase 
of 3 per cent. 

In the smaller grains and root crops and 
seeds, thé average is up well, though none 
show a high average. 

The condensed remarks of correspond 
ents regarding the principal crops would 
be as follows: 

Corn— 371 report the condition good, 
fair and 113 poor, 

Winter wheat—82 report the condition 
good, 70\fair and 68 poor. 

Spring| wheat—108 report the condition 
good, 190 fair and 334 poor 
Oata—480 report the condition good and 
228 poor, 

Bairliey—120 report the condition good, 
12 fairand 81 poor. 

Rye—375 report the condition good, 
fair and |35 poor. 

Chinch bugs are reported as damaging 
the crops in 152 townships and the army 
worm in 46 townships.

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TILDEN'S PLANS 


FOR COMING TO THE FRONT AGAIN, 


The Wily Old Chief Manipulating Matters for the 
Coming Canvass in New York—Armsful of 
Olive Branches for John Kelly, and 
Money for the Boys Outside. 


Ausany, August 17.—Tilden is already in 
the field as a peacemaker between the fac- 
tions, in anticipation of a victory in this 
state nextfall. Certain it is that somebody 
with plenty of money has recently under- 
taken a movement for the thorough organi- 
zation of the party outside of the city of 
New York. Howthe warring factions be- 
low Spuyten Duyvel creek will ever get 
outof the muddle where last fali’s elec- 
tions left them, Providence, in its in- 
scrutable vision, alone knows. To get the 
democracy of the state outside of the city 
in proper fighting trim, a headquarters was 
established at Albany two months ago for 
the purpose of accumulating and classify- 
ing all the information obtainable regarding 
the outlook. A force of clerks of wide ex-~ 
perience ha: been engaged assiduously 
carrying on a penetrating system of cor- 
respondence with this object in view. 
The work has been so quietly performed 
that knowledge of it has not leaked 
out until now. The headquarters are 
located in the editorial rooms of the 
Albany Argas. They have been under 
the eye of Daniel Manning, editor of the 
Argus, who is looming up as the new ‘‘boss’’ 
of the party, upon whom Tilden is to de- 
pend, It is said that so thorough a survey 
of the field has been made that it is known 
to-day at Albany just who will be sent as 
delegates to the next state convention from 
every county in the state except New York.

SOME STORIES OF THE WAR, 


A Rarrow Eecape from Lynuching—A 
Man Whe Had the Roepe About His 
Neck and Was Saved by Mere Ac- 
cident,

WIncHEsTER, Va., August 14.—“‘And 

this is Kernstown?’ I asked = as 

I drew my horse up under the shade of a 

big walnut tree by the roadside and sa- 

luted an old gentleman leaning up against 
the trunk ir his chair. I had ridden over 
from Winchester, the metropolis of the 
valley of Virginia, only a short distance 
away. “And this is Kernstown,”’ I re- 
peated, half to myself, gazing about me as 

I spoke. 

“Yes,”’ said the old gentleman, “this is 
the old battle-ground itself. They were 


fighting all around us during the war. As 
far as the eye can reach this country is rich 
with historic associations. The battle of 
Kernstown was probably one of the most 
desperately and wel! contested battles of the 
war. General Jackson always spoke of it 
as such.” 

The August sun was very warm and I 
gladly accepted the invitation to rest on 
the porch. Spread out before us was acom- 

lete view of the little hamlet and its ad- 
jacent fields and meadows. Such a queer 
old town itis, with its low, gabled roofs 
and old-fashioned gardens, with flowers 
and shrubs peeping through their green 
fence palings, A little way down the road 
is the village inn, a tumble-down looking 
affair, Its creaking sign swings lazily to 
apd froin the summer breeze. Around 
the corner grocery are the usual num- 
ber of country loafers, while near by 
is a blacksmith shop, the ruddy glare from 
its forge lighting up the bronze features of 
the old swithey as he stands in an attitude 
of rest near the door. Around are fertile 
fields and luxurious meadows. Way over 
to the left are woodcrowned hills, and be- 
yond them what looks to be aco.t nuous 
range of mountains, theirfantastic peaks 
looking as airy and dream-like as the blue 
world which floats above them. Well, in- 
deed, has nature hidden beneath her man- 
tle of verdure the ravages of the war. 

“Yes, sir,”’ continued the old gentleman, 
‘this little village was the scene of many 
a hard fought skirmish. You see, I lost 
my right arm when a mere boy, and so 
when the war was proclaimed I had to re. 
main at home with the women folks I 
was a staunch union map, and I tell you 
my sentiments came mighty nigh losing 
me my life. You see that apple tree down 
by the lane? Well, one night a squad of 
rebs came riding up and toid me 
to lose no time, but to dress and come 
out, as they intended to hang me 
to that very tree. Withfear and trembling 
I obeyed, biddicg my heart-broken wife 
and little ones farewell. I was hurried 
away. Just as they were fixing the rope 
about my neck, up dasbed a detachment of 
Michigan cavalry and put therebs to flight. 
That was the nearest I ever came to death. 
We were always on the lookout for sur- 
prises. Many a night my wife has prepared 
the little ones for flight, I remember one 
day we had hidden our firearms 
in the stove as the best 
place of concealment. Hardly had 
we accomplished this when up came a 
number of soldiers and demanded a hot. 
supper. What to do my wife did not 
know. Thesoldiers were all about her 
She finally, with a woman’s ingenuity, 
managed to slip the revolvers beneath her 
aprop, and, beating a hasty retreat, soon 
had them hidden in amore secure place. 
You see had thesoldiers caught but one 
glimpse of them they would have takeao 
them without leave or license. 

“There wac aset of men called bush- 
whackers who proved a terrible annoyance. 

ed‘the army for the sole purpose 
of robbery and plunder. One nighta party 
these fellows rode up and demanded an 
entrance. Il had been called away to seea 
sick neighbor. My wife, tying around her 
waist, beneath, her dress, « few silverspoons, 
the last remaining links in the chain of 
rosperity, pce down stairs. As she 
around, 
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shell, to carry him into the house, He could 
not have been more than nineteen. The 
dark curls lay matted agaimst the white 
brow damp with the dews of death. As 
we laid him down, the brown eyes un- 
closed and be murmured, ‘Mother, mother.’ 
Then his eyes wandered from us to the 
bare wails around him. ‘Oh,’ he said, ‘I 
thought I was once more in my beautiful 
southern home,’ and with a quick, con- 
vulsive sigh the sands of life ran out. We 
buried him, after the fiznt was over, just 
there at the foot of the garden, and every 
day when flowers could be obtained the 
children would carry a bouquet and place 
it upon the poor little feilow's grave. 

‘Months aftera sweet faced, aristocratic 
looking woman came to our humbie home 
and, weeping tears of bitterest grief, carried 
Jack with her to Savannah all that re- 
mained of her once bright and beautiful 
boy. I tell you, sir, those were times which 
wrung the hearts of the bravest and 
stoutest,”’ and the old man bastily brushed 
away a tear. 

“Was it not down this very road that 
Sheridan took his famous ride?’ I asked 

“Yes,’’ was the reply; ‘“‘that was a day 
long to be remembered. I have at different 
times seen great doubts expressed by news- 
papers as to the genuineness of that ride. 
Let me tell you that these very eyes saw 
Phil Sheridan come down this road, riding 
as never man rode before. All the morn- 
ing the reports from Fisher’s bill had been 
very discouraging. Bards of fleeing sel- 
diery were constantly passing. 
Everywhere the marks of 4 
stampede were visible. Along the 
pike were scattered wagons and scattering 
infantry and cavairy troops. All was a 
scene of helpless confusion. Things were 
beginning to look very desperate, when, 
hearing a great clattering of noofs, I ran 
down to the gate, and there, coming down 
the road like the wind, was Sheridan. He 
was way ahead of his aids, who were fol- 
lowing him es rapidly as possible.

The little 
fellow’s black eyes were roving from one 
side of the road to the other and flashing 
with desperate determination to reach 
the scene of action.

Sher- 
idan, leaving the turnpike just at this 
point, dashed through the little garden, 
which you see just Opposite, taking short 
cut across fields and over hedges, reaching 
‘Fisher’s Hill’ in time tostem the current 
of defeat and win the day.’’ 


THE INDIAN ATROCITIES. 


The Operations of Nana’s Band of 
Savages. 

Special dispatch to The Constitution. 
Denver, August 17.—A Tribune Santa Fe 
special says that Nana, with about forty 
Indians, some of his own band and some 
Navsjos, is going south. They are well 
armed and mounted. Teams of Sol. Barth, 


merchant of St. Johns, were attacked 
on the 7tb and 8th near Rio Quemado, 
140 miles from here by 18 Indians. Juan 
Salas who sat by Barth’s side was killed, 
but the latter escaped by his horses run- 
ning away. The Indians killed two men 
in §6(Rio Quemado the same day. 
Last Thursday the same party 
of Indians attacked Barth, thirty-five miles 
southwest of Belen, but were repulsed He 
reports the road is lined with dead oxen 
and sheep, and that the Indians have 
burved ali ranches within their reach. The 
number of persous who have been kiiled 
by ‘he Indians within the last ten days is 
known to exceed twenty. Barth met 
Captain Parker at Cienja last 
Friday morning, and gave him a guide 
and informed bim of the direction taken 
by the Icdians. The captain, with twenty 
well mounted soldiers, started in pursuit, 
being only<six hours behind. The indians 
captured 
from the Barih’sirain and cannot be dis- 
tinguished at close quarters 

Part of the Navajos are believed to be 
with the hostiles as they geta shure of the 
plunder. 

Dispatcnes from Socorro have caused a 
general excitement. Public meetings have 
been held and sixty-ore vo.unteers are 
ready to answer the first call, Advices at 
the military headquarters are that 
since the fight thirty-five miles 
west of Sabinet. Captain Parker has con- 
tinued the pursuit of Nana’s band, and 
Lieutenants Guilfoyle‘'and Wright are also 
on the trail with sixty meu. The band is 
going south. They killed three 
American miners and two Mexi- 
can sheep-herders, thirty miles from 
Socorro. Several squads of _ troops 
under General Hatch“are due south of the 
band, attempting to prevent their escape 
into Chihuahua. So far the troops have 
had four encounters with Indians. The 
volunteer com pany under Tran 
quillo Suna is still out guard- 
ing the settlements It is reporied 
that another band of Indians crossed the 
reilroad near El Paso, going towards the 
Fiorida.mountains, and a detachment of 
troops have been ordered to scout these 
mountains, . 

Two Mexican scouts report that the 
Indians atteaipted to rob the ranc@ vear 
old Fort Wingate. Ouelndian wasgkilied 
aud the others driven off. 

iiwo hundred well armed men leave 
Crane’s to-morrow morning for the vicinity 
of Alamosa, 50 miles southwest of bere, 
where the Indians are still lurking. Cap~ 
tain Parker with 19 men engaged the Apa- 
ches under Nava, 2 miles west 
of Sabinet, on Friday, the 12th, 
and fought an bour and a half with the re- 
sult of one man killed, one missing and 
three wounded. The Indian loss was about 
the same. The Apaches moved eastward 
after the fight and areexpected to cross the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe road at 
Cariso creek.

tain access. Over $400 worth of publications 
reached the plantation atone time, and Henry 
succeeded in perusing the contents of the vol- 
ames before bis master hed time to peruse them 
himself. Henry had a wonderful memory, and

Calvin and Will 
Hunnicutt, two colored boys who livein 
Atlanta, have been working with us, but 
they left last night and we think they stole 
the horses. They live on Newton street 
and I want you to help me catch 'em.” 

Captain Bagby was present, and asking 
him to accompany him, Captain Starnes 
told Faller to lead the way 
to the home of the boys and he would see 
if they could be found, Aftera tramp to 
Newton street, near Lynch’s rock quarry 
the two found themselves near the home of 
the Hunnicutt boys. Going up to the doer, 
Captain Starnes pushed it open, and enter- 
ing the house, found the two boys lying on 
the floor asleep, but without ceremony 
they were aroused, aod asked what they 
had done with Mr. Maddox’s horses To the 
question the elder one replied: “That's our 
business and not yours.’’ They were then 
made to get up and dress. Dur- 
ing this process they told the 
officers that about 2 o’clock 
Tuesday night they had crawled out of the 
tent in which they bad been sleeping, and 
going to the stables took the horses and 
started for Ailanta, where they arrived last 
night about seven o’ciock. 

When asked where the borses were, they 
said that they had put them in the yard, 
but that adaughter of Mr. Shehan’s had 
seen them and caused their removal. The 
boys were then brought to the station 
house and locked up, where they now 
await an investigation of the charge against 
them.

A New System of Cotton Reports. 

The signal service bureau at Washing- 
ton has arranged for a series of weather 
observations in the cotton belt in order 
that the reports of rainfall and maximum 
and minimum temperatures may be 
collected with reliability and dissemi- 
nated rapidly throughoutthe commercial 
centers-ol the cotton belt from April-1 to 
September 30, inclusive. Under this new 
system, which will undoubtedly prove to 
be of great advantage to business men, 
the cotton-growing region of the 
(nited States is divided into dis- 
tricts. These have been formed with 
reference to existing co-operating rail- 
road lines, to secure the best telegraphic 
facilities, and they are so arranged as to 
prevent the overlapping of territory, 
which would be productive of errors in 
the preparation of mean temperatures 
and average rainfall. The districts em- 
brace the territory adjacent to the more 
important cities where signal service 
stations are located. Each has a center 
for the concentration of reports, 
and each includes a number of sta- 
tions. Several districts are grouped 
together into one division, and the cen- 
ter of each division will be known as a 
main-center. For example, the Atlanta 
division includes the districts repre- 
sented by Savannah, Charleston, Wil- 
mington, Augusta, Atlanta, New Orleans 
and Mobile. The reports thus made up, 
covering by far the larger part of the cot- 
ton region, will be consolidated daily, 
and the information thus sent out will 
enable the commercial community to 
know the condition of the crop at every 
stage of its growth.

The Anti-Bormon Bill. 

The anti-Mormon bil] passed the senate 
yesterday by a vote of 34to5. The bill 
makes itafelony forany person by persua- 
sion or otherwise to attempt to mislead or 
influence others in the commission of the 
crime of bigamy or polygamy. The first 
section declares that it shall not be law- 
ful for any person in this state, in any 
address to a public or private assemblage 
of persons to counsel, advise or encour- 
age inany way the violation of the laws 
of this state forbidding polygamy or 
bigamy. The second section provides 
that any person or persons who shall be 
guilty of the violation of this act shall, 
on conviction, be punished by confine- 
ment at labor in the penitentiary for any 
time not less than two nor longer than 
four years. 

The intentions of this bill are good, but 
ifit is passed, it will be as inoperative 
against the Mormon propaganda as the 
law which now makes bigamy or polyg- 
amy acrime. No one doubts the purpo- 
ses of the emissaries from Salt Lake; no 
one doubts that they justly deserye incar- 
ceration or some other effectual mode of 
punishment; but the great difficulty is 
that they do not advocate in Georgia, or 
in other parts of the country, the doc- 
trines which form the basis of organized 
prostitution in Utah. It isonly here 
and there that one of these wretches can 
be found bold enough to avow and adyo- 
eate the doctrines of their so-called 
church.

AWORD TO THE LEGISLATURE, 


The North Georgia Agricaltaral Col- 
lege Bill. 

It is to be regretted that the bill to appro- 
priate money to the university of Georgia 
to rebuild its branch college at Dahlonega 
failed to receive a constitutional majvrity 
on yesterday, owing mainly to the absence 
of alarge uumber ofits friends from the 


house. A motion will be made this morn- 
ing toreconsider the vote of yesterday, 
which we hope will prevail. 

The point most strangly insisted upon by 
the opponents of the measure is that the 
Dahlonega college is not legally a brarch of 
the university, the legislature baving failed 
to declare it to be such. This statement 1s 
altogether untenabie, as the-general! assem- 
bly of Georgia, by public act passed in 1875, 
ratified the act of Governor Smith in 
placing the lard scrip fund in the bands cf 
the trustees of the university, and recog: 
nized the action of the trustees of the 
university in orgavizing the state college «f 
avricuiture at Athens, and the North Geor- 
gia agricultural college at Dah'onega. Since 
pthat time, and since the adoption of the 
present state constitution, the legislature 
has in public acts recognized the Danlonega 
college as a part of the university system. 

The state of Georgia is bound in its 
obligations to the general government to 
provide. suitable buildings for the agricual- 
tural colleges of thestate, and we trust that 
no member of the bouse will at this time 
think of :epudiating the action of the state, 
made in 1466, when the land s rp was sc 
cepted Good faith on our part requires 
that the appropriation should now be made. 
Ifthe whole amount asked for ($20,000) can- 
not be given, certain'y one-hali that 
amount should be appropriated at once.
